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NORFOLK PROSPECTS BRIGHT 



EXCELLENT OUTLOOK FOE OPENING OP 
JAMESTOWN JOCKEY CLUB MEETING. 



Numerous Minor Improvements Made in Enclosure 
Since Last Spring’s Meeting — Programs Ex« 
pected to Improve as Meeting Progresses. 



Norfolk. Ya., November 1. — The fall season of 
local racing will begin tomorrow, with the opening 
of the twenty-five days’ meeting of the Jumestown 
Jockey Club. A large number of turf enthusiasts 
arrived this morning from Baltimore and New York 
and many more are looked for tomorrow. 

Manager Bob Levy is enthusiastic over the out- 
look. Every indication points to a highly success- 
ful meeting. Th«*»big stables, with few exceptions, 
that participated in the racing at Pimlico and 
Laurel have engaged stabling accommodations here, 
but some have been deluvial in shipping on account 
>f a scarcity of ears. The result is that the open- 
ing day’s program is not up to the standard that 
the promoters expected. There will be plenty of 
horses here, however, and the fields will no doubt 
be large later on. The feature of the opening day’s 
program is au allowance race at one mile and sev- 
enty yards. Three of the races are at sprinting dis- 
tances and the other three are at one mile or over. 

Despite heavy rains that fell last night, the track 
was in good condition this afternoon and. with 
pleasant weather, the going should be fast tomorrow. 

The management lias made numerous improve 
ments to the plant since last spring. A new board 
dooring has been placed In that part of the en- 
eli sure under the grandstand and much additional 
room lias been provided by moving tile lunch conn 
tors anil restaurant toward the paddock. A new 
road has been built from the paddock to the course 
and a new roof which extends out about fifteen feet, 
lias been added to the former structure. This will 
insure protection in inclement weather. The man- 
agement proposes to erect a large tent behind the 
grandstand so that horsemen who stable in the 
buildings at the exposition grounds will have a place 
to cool out their horses after the races. 

Some few of the regulars and layers have ar- 
ranged to stop at Old Point Comfort during the 
meeting and a special boat will be run for their ac- 
commodation before anil after the races. 

All of the officials are on hand. Frank J. Bryan, 
tin' Jockey Club steward, came this morning, accom- 
panied by Herman Conkilng. who will act as nail- 
iloek judge. Secretary Fred W. Gerhardy has been 
here for a week. He will also serve as one of the 
stewards, as will Joseph A. Murphy. Edward Cole 
and Joseph McLennan will be the judges. They 
came from Baltimore this morning. A. B. Dade 
will do the starting. 

Hilarious, which raced in the colors of James R. 
Keene at Laurel, was sold last night to J. L. Hol- 
land for $3,000. 

It is saiil tiiat John Whalen, who formerly trained 
for August Belmont, will branch out as an owneer 
and rare a small string at one of the winter meet- 
ings. He will have the handling of the filly Wild- 
weed, formerly in the Belmont stable. 

MORE HORSES FOR BREEDING BUREAU. 



August Belmont Donates Footprint and Tipsand to 
United States Government. 



New York. November 1.— August Belmont, chair- 
man of the Jockey Club, has notified the directors 
of the dated States Government Breeding Bureau 
that he will donate the three-year-olil Footprint and 
the two-year-old Tipsand for government service in 
the stud. As both horses are by Uoek Sand, for 
which Mr. Belmont paid $125,000, and nut of mares 
of the most fashionable breeding, the gift is highly 
important. 

Officials in Washington were especially pleased 
when Mr. Belmont gave Henry of Navarre and Octa- 
gon to the bureau last winter. The former is by 
Knight of Ellorslle — Moss Rose, by The 111-L’sod. 
Octagon is a chestnut, by Rayon il’Or — Ortegal. by 
Beml Or. 

The army officers that have participated by riding 
and training tlieir own horses, and those owned by 
the government, at the limit meetings for the past 
two seasons realize that big strides will have to bo 
made to breed a class of horses that eau eompeta 
with the militnry horses of other powers. 

Coming in close contact with professional horse- 
men for two seasons ou the Brookline course of the 
Country Club. Joseph E. Widener’s Lynne wood 
course at Elkins Park; Pimlico. Belmont Park and 
other places where they have hail an opportunity to 
observe as well as take an active part in the racing, 
lias Increased their desire to aid in the improvement 
ut the breed of horses for militnry service. 

It became evident when the officers were first 
seen in public racing that they were horsemen. But 
it was through actual competition that they Im- 
proved in alertness at the starting post. In addi- 
tion to this they made a study of judging pace and 
riding a vigorouss finish. During the recent summer 
meetings the improvement shown in this respect 
was marked. 

Footprint is a horse of high class, proven by his 
victories iu races over good opposition, with his 
weight up. ne is of the right type to attain suc- 
cess in the stud. Besides possessing the stamp of 
quality he is rugged. 

Last season Footprint won seven races, including 
the Tremout Stakes at Gravesend and the Double 
Event at Sheepsbead Bay. In the latter event he 
carried 130 pounds and ran six furlongs iu 1:11. 
Meridian, Naushon. Novelty (winner of the Futur- 
ity Staffesi. uiul others finished behind him. 

Tipsand is out of the high class racer Tiptoe, a. 
•laughter of Hastings -Tarpela. Tiptoe was a big 
favorite with horse lovers, having shown speed and 
starania in events where she met and defeated horses 
of both sexes over considerable distance of ground. 
Tipsand was himself a winner, and there is every 
reason to believe lie will prove a valuable acquisition 
to the breeding bureau which the government wilt 
endeavor to bring to the standard maintained by 
Grcht Britain and the countries of continental 
Kimi|>e. 

BALLOT TO GO ABROAD. 



Lexington. Ky., November 1. — Acting ttiiott tele- 
graphic instructions from James R. Keene’s New 
York office. Maj. F. A. Ilaingerfield. the manager of 
Castleton Stud, shipped the celebrated race horse. 
Ballot, now seven years old. by Voter — Cerito. to 
New York this morning. Ballot is to board a boat 
leaving New York Saturday, but his destination is 
unknown here. Iu September the report that he had 
been sold to the Germans for a large sum was 
widely circulated, but it has been since claimed in 
England that this report uas Incorrect and that 
Ballot’s future home would be found on British 
soil. Ballot is probably the best male descendant 
of Hermit now alive and it is quite well kuowa 
that England sadly requires such a horse.

IRELAND FILLY OUTC-AMES MERIDIAN AND 
HIGH PRIVATE IN LATONIA CONTEST, 



Increased Patronage Follows Return of Pleasant 
Weather Conditions — Judges Decide No Action 
Is Required in Max Asur Affair. 



Cincinnati, O., November 1. — John T. Ireland’s 
fle-rryola was winner at Latonia this afternoon of 
the Kentucky Stakes at one mile and seventy yards. 
Tile race was worth $1,230 net to the winner. The 
filly stood a hard drive to outgame Meridian and 
High Private. Star Charter’s showing in the race 
was equally as good as the winner’s, though he 
failed to gi t any jwuToti of the purse. Fain stcared 
him Into dangerous quarters during ili<- stretch drive 
and when lie uas making his bid with prospects of 
success, Meridian ami High Private closed In on him. 
causing enough interference to account for bis fail- 
ure. 

Improved weather helped to increase llic attend- 
ance and the good card contributed to raise the 
volume of specula tion. The barkers of favorites 
again fared poorly five choices going down to ile 
feat. The only first choice to get home first was 
My Fellow iu the least attractive race of the day. 

J. \V. Schorr lost little time iu uncovering his best 
representative when lie sent Froglegs into competi- 
tion witli some good local juveniles, including Kaiser 
and Lady Lightning. Froglegs won with command- 
ing ease over Kaiser, while Lady Lightning brought 
iqi iu last place. 

Rough riding anil interoferonoo played a prominent 
part in the fifth race and contributed extensively to 
Amorct’s success and Union Jack’s failure. > The 
latter was decidedly best, but lost because of weak 
handling anil frequent interference. MeTaggarte on 
Winning Widow, was mostly to Manic for the rough 
work and Gould, on Anmrct. also made himself con- 
spicuous in tlie same way. Judge Price served notice 
on Gould that a repetition of Ids offense •would bring

The public, after a series of disappointments, cen- 
tered on Stone Street in the closing dash, but the 
-oft going militated against him and lie brought up 
fur buck. Tin-re was a tune when Stone Street was 
nearly invincible among ibe platers in soft or 
muddy going, but he lias changed Ids stride of late 
and in 1 now needs a fast track to do ids best. Silver 
Knight, ran to his best form and won after a sharp 
brush with Mockler and Tom Bigbee. 

Manager Mack’s victory in the second was unex- 
pected. He was the longest priced winner during 
the day. 

Those wlm were lucky to nick the winning com- 
bination realized handsomely. The two-horse com- 
bination consisting of My Fellow and Manager Mack 
(•aid $112.10 for each .*2 Invested. Cherryola. 
Amoret aud Silver Knight formed the successful 
three-horse combination which paid $3! to. 

The judges dropped tin- Max Asur affair Ibis after- 
noon. Their investigation developed tbtu beyond 
having shown improvement in Ids running over 
former starts, there was no grounds for action. 
Judge Price was at first inclined to doubt the 
ownership of the horse, but it was established to 
bis satisfaction that L. Purcell ,v Co. were the right- 
ful proprietors. Mr. Purcell is the father-in-law 
of '‘Boli” McMillan and the latter claims an interest 
in the horse and also helped to superintend his train- 
ing. .1. B. Respess. in whose stable the horse is 
quartered, also helped along in the horse’s training 
and is said to have profited handsomely by the colt’s 
victory. Summed down to facts, it was just a plain 
ease of a “good thing” being put over with a bit 
of smartness in not exploiting the colt's good form 
loo strongly, though the work-watchers generally 
knew of a ’recent mile trial in 1:41. Now that he 
has been uncovered, he will be expected to race to 
his best mark. 

Charles Lonsdale, who is interested with II. I). 
Brown in tin* Havana racing project, was among to- 
day's arrivals from Laurel. He announced that Mr. 
Brown would leave tomorrow for Havana to sutier- 
viso the rebuilding of the Almandarcs track and 
that everything would be in readiness for the open- 
ing on December 14. Mr. Brown has chartered two 
steamers to transfer the horses intending to ship 
from Jamestown and he will also arrange with a 
steamer 1<> leave New Orleans for the accommoda- 
tion of those who care to ship from Latonia. C. ('. 
t ampan and IV. W. Lyles will arrive tomorrow with 
stake blanks and give horsemen further details re 
gaoling the Havana meeting. 

Francis J. Pons sent a telegram here* today from 
Charleston to the effect that work was being rushed 
on the new Charleston track and that everything 
would be in order for the opening in January. The 
stake blanks aud list of offerings will be ready for 
the horsemen by the last of this week. Mr. Pous 
is emphatic in liis statement that Charleston racing 
is a positive Certainly, despite rpmors to the con 
trary.

HILDRETH SELLS HIS HORSES. 

Charles Kohler Now Owner of Collection of Stars 
to Be Shipped Abroad Next Week. 



New York. November 1. — One of the greatest 
private transactions iu the history of racing was 
consummated yesterday when Charles Kohler pur- 
chased from S. C. IHldreth the thoroughbred horses 
I'itz Herbert. Novelty. Zeus. Shannon, Hampton 
Court, Rest igmiehe, Puggius and Gold Blade. fito 
above-named horses, together with six others owned 
by Mr. Kohler, will be shipped on the Atlantic 
Transport liner Minnehaha to England on Novemlier 
II. Pinna Ken. a stake winner on the flat, and 
a frequent winner of cross-country races, will be 
included in the shipment. He is intended for steeple- 
chasing in France, and will lie handled by Fred 
Buriew. ail American trainer. 

Charles K older, who races under the assumed uame 
of the Itamapo Stock Farm, is the owner of one of 
the best appointed stock farms in New Jersey. At 
his establishment stands Uncle, which lie purchased 
from Mr. Hildreth a year or two ago. His get 
are now weanlings, and they are pronounced by com- 
petent horsemen to be of a particularly good type. 
The matrons domiciled on the Kohler estate are 
selected mares, tracing to great racing and pro- 
ducing families. 

The eight horses sold by Mr. Hildreth have dis- 
tinguished themselves by winning the important 
fixtures of this country and In the Dominion of 
Canada. At the present time the collection is in 
superb health, and. despite reports to tlie contrary. 
Fit* Herbert’s legs and feet are as sound as the 
dav lie was foaled. It is probable that Mr. Hil- 
dreth will handle the Kohler horses in England. 



GOOD RACING PROSPECTS IN MEXICAN CAPITAL AROUSE KEEN 
INTEREST IN THE THOROUGHBRED THROUGHOUT MEXICO 



Mexico City. Mi x., October 26.— With tlie open 
itig of the Mexican Jockey Club’s meeting of seven 
teen days under the management of Col. M. J. 
Winn of Louisville. Ky.. close at hand, interest in 

tin- racing and hr ling of tlie thoroughbred horse 

in Mexico is keener than ever before. Colonel Winn, 
who was recent Iv called ti|Kui to assume tlie tnauage 
ment of the Mexican Jockey Club’s racing, naturally 
will spare no effort to make tlie eo tiling meeting a 
pronounced success. 

It Is highly important that this meeting should 
bo successful, as the future of racing in Mcxic* 
depends in a large measure upon Its "outcome, ltae 
ing in Mexico is at present in its infancy and the 
government looks upon it in the light of au expert 
ment that may prove highly beneficial to the country. 
It is the intention of Col 1 Winn, if this meet- 

ing proves satisfactory in its results, to promote a 
meeting "f longer duration, beginning in January. 
1*113. and racing throughout tlie winter months, 
the winter season in Mexico is the liveliest time 
of the year, because it is then that the great annual 
influx of tourists takes place. Climatic conditions 
during tlie winter here are all that could lie desired, 
being in fact ideal. It would he a convenient 
arrangement if horses coining to Mexico City from 
tin* United Slates could break tile long journey 
witlt a meeting at Juarez, starting about Novembei 
1 and lasting about forty days, then continuing on to 
this city and racing hero until tlie time cnn.es to 
ship back to tlie United States for summer racing. 

Judging front the general interest manifested here 
in tit*- various clubs and cafes regarding the coining 
meeting, tin - outlook for the thoroughbred m Mexico 
.s most encouraging. It will, of course, be neces 
sary to conduct a campaign of education in tlie 
sport here, as the general public as yet know little 
about racing. Nevertheless, tin* manner in whieli 
affairs arc shaping makes the future appear bright 
indet d. 

Tlie Me iean Jockey Club's ’course is situated in 
the lieautitul suburb of Cotidcsa. within fifteen min- 
ute's -ride of tin- center of the city. It is ideal 
iu construct imi, closely copying tin* famous Long- 
eliaiups course in France. The outside track is of 
turf, one mile and five-sixteenths in circumference. 
There is also a splendid dirt track for training pur- 
poses. Tin- grounds are situated almost within the 
shadow of tin- historic Chapiiitepee Castle, the sum- 
mer houn* of tjie Mexican president and centum < 
ago tin- palace of tin* \ztee monarch. Mo-teZtinia. 
tin clear days tin- lordly tieaks of the great \*>1- 
canoos, r.qmeatcpetl and Iztaccihustl, are clearly 
visible. 

Tlie Imrscs which have been shipped here from the 
United States are suffering from no apparent incon- 
venience from tin* altitude aud are tuking to their 
work well and moving along satisfactorily. While 
the number of horses available for tin* racing is by 
no means extensive, their caliber collectively, is in- 
finitely superior to that of those that have lieen 
available for tlie modest meetings heretofore held 
here. 'This should lie a factor in the success of the 
meeting. Some of the horses brought from the 
United States for tlie meeting would race with dis- 
tinction anywhere. Tin* most pretentious establish- 
ment brought here is tiiat of \V. G. Yanke, whose 
string embraces tin* noted filly Round tin* World. 
Quartermaster, Lack rose. The Hague. Incision, Leo- 
pold. Flying Feet, Big Claim, Wooltex and Frog.

All tin* horsemen who came here from Kentucky 
an* charmed with Mexico City and its beautiful and 
convenient racecourse. The horses from Kentucky 
an* quartered iu new barns recently built iu a stock 
ado jnst outside of the main track, and which are 
commodious aud comfortable. 

The Mexican turfmen own their own stables, 
which are all built in stockades outside of the racing 
enclosure. In fact, that housing the string of Gov 
Guillermode Landay Escandon is about three-quar 
ters of i mile from the course. The structures arc 
ail of brick, and indicate in their appointments the 
affluence of their wealthy owners. 

Governor Escandon has a string of eleven horses 
In training. In charge of Alex Melvin, ft trainer who 
lias had experience in America and England. The 
governor is now in France and will not be here for 
the coming meeting, but trainer Melvin will race 
the big string just as if Its owner was here to see 
his horses rnn. This is the stable for which the 
American jockey, George Mountain, came here to 



ride, and trainer Melvin also has in his employ the 
Indian rider "Sitting Bull” Joiuison. who was seen 
at Juarez last winter.

Senor Alexandre de la Arena has only two horses 
lie expects to race during tlie coining meeting, anil 
they are Candleberry . tin- American bred four-year- 
old, which ran second in the Futurity of 1909, and 
the three-year-old chestnut colt. Marques de San 
Roman.

George Crump is training five horses, two for T.
